Terms Too Harsh, Declare 


Some Officials— Too Le- 


nient, Say Others

settlement of the British war debt to 
the United States. 


The debate brings out the fact that 


some members of congress think the 
British got off lightly while others 
more or iess feel an 
obligation 
to 


apologize for what, they construe to 
b* a "hard bargain." The discussion 
has been prompted by the desire of 
some'members to attach an amend 
merit which would 
prevent 
other 


countries from getting 
any 
better 


terms. 


CLOSED SAYS PRESIDENT 


President 
Harding 
has let it be 


known that the United- States Is not 
bound later on to give Great Britain 
any better terms even if it is found 
necessary to negotiate and accept a 
much easier arrangement with some 
other countries indebted to America. 
He regards the British debt 
settle- 


ment as a closed incident and calls 
attention to the f?ct that no favored 
nation clause was inserted 
in 
the 


agreement. 


Nevertheless members of congress 


consider it within the realm of possi- 
bility that America will be morally 
bound to justify a refusal to revise 
the arrangement if easier terms are 
negotiated with other powers. Sena- 
tor Smoot, member of the American 
funding commission, predicts publicly 
that the next debt arrangements will 
not be so good for the United States 
as that negotiated with Great Britain 
In the f&c-f 
of. thai statement, 
the 


question which has arisen te whether 
England will not be tempted 
to re 


vivo the negotiations of her own ini- 
tiative and propose a now agreement. 
The terms could always be altered by 
mutual consent. 


MAY HURT INTEREST 


Somo of the curb stone economist? 


are saying that irrespective of wheth- 
er Great Britain asks for a revision, 
America may find to her own advan- 
tage some day to propose a change. 
Tt is argued that if the interest rate 
throughout the world on government 
bonds should fall below 3 per cent. 
which is the rate fixed for the next 
ten years on the British indebtedness 
to Ajnerica, the British would be able 
(o issue. new bonds and raise enough 
in the open market nt say two per 
cent or oven 2 
1,™ pfcr rent to make it 


worth while paying off the first ten 
installments of the war debt' at once. 
This might dump securities back into 
America at a time when their coming 
would be at least desirable and might 
have an unsteady effect on America's 
trade balances and the price of the 
American dollar in foreign exchange. 
It might develop a situation like the 
one which existed immediately after 
tho war when the American govern- 
ment was just as glad to have Eng- 
land defer payment of her interest as 
England was to withhold the same. 
Interest is payable in gold and if Knw 
land had drained her already meager 
gold supply to pay America, the Brit- 
is-h sterling would have been 
held 


back and the purchasing power of 
British money in this country would 
have been held down so far below the 
American 
dollar 
as to 
make pur- 


chases unattractive nnd the effects on 
American commerce would have been 
adverse.

However, no at- 
tempt should be made to force state banks 
into the federal system. The plan to con- 
solidate all banking strength should be ef- 
fected by sound inducements. If the fed- 
eral Reserve act is not wholly satisfac- 
tory to state banks^ is it hot possible it 
can be made so by amendment, and would 
rot such legislation, if it brought the state 
banks in. be worth-while? 


The further consolidation of bank re- 


sources is of national importance. It will 
mean the enlargement of credit facilities 
in practically every community in the 
country. 
It will mean greater security 


in time of financial strain. 
It will tend 


1o hold prosperity against depressing in- 
' fluences. Just as consolidation of banking 
strength is of value to a city or communi- 
1y so is it to the country as a whole. The 
logical way to bring this about is through 
nffiliation of state banks with the Federal 
Reserve system..

Electricty Adds 


To Life's Perils 


BY DR. R. II. BISHOP 


The widespread use of electricity 


is making accidents due to it more 
and more common. Even now the 
third rail and the live wire are ,r,e- 
sponsible 
for 
many 
injuries 
and 


deaths. 


The third rail and swinging wires 


should always be carefully avoided. 
When a high current of electricity 
passes through the body it causes 
paralysis of the nerve center in the 
brain which controls breathing. 


Consequently 
the 
symptoms 
of 


electric shock are 
similar 
to those 


of suffocation. 


It is often a problem of some dif- 


ficulty to rescue a person who has 
come in contact with a high current. 
In some cases the current can be 
shut off and this should be done as 
speedily as possible. 


Otherwise your plan is either to 


separate current from man or man 
from current. 


A person in contact with a 
live 


wire or rail carrying an electric cur- 
rent will transfer the current to the 
rescuer if the latter puts himself in 
the line of passage. 


Therefore, the rescuer must not 


touch the body of a person touching 
a live wire unless his own bpdy is 
insulated. 


He must act very 
promptly for 


tho danger is much increased the 
longer the current is allowed to pass 
through the victim's body. 


If possible the rescuer should in- 


sulate himself by covering his hands 
with a rubber coat, rubber sheeting 
or even several thicknesses 
of dry 


cloth. 
Silk is a good non-conductor. 


In addition he 
should 
complete 


his insulation by standing on a dry 
board, a thick piece of dry paper or 
even a dry coat. 


Rescuing calls upon all 
the 
in- 


genuity of the rescuer. Some cases 
of electric shock from powerful cur- 
rents are hopeless from the beginning. 


It is impossible to tell this at first, 


however, and therefore an attempt 
should be made to save the victim 
by prompt treatment.
